General Introduction 


The Council 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council is a 
federal granting agency which promotes and assists 
Canadian research and scholarship. The Council: 

e supports such discipline-based research as in the 
judgment of scholars will best advance knowledge; 

e encourages research on subjects which the Council, in 
consultation with the academic community, considers 
of national importance; 

e facilitates communication among scholars in Canada 
and abroad, and stimulates dissemination of the 
results of research; 

e assists in, and advises on, maintaining and develop- 
ing the national capacity for research. 


In pursuit of these goals, the Council administers pro- 
grams of fellowships for research training, and grants for 
research, international scholarly exchanges, scholarly 
publishing, conferences and other research-related 
activities. In addition, the Council conducts inquiries and 
performs a leadership role in research policy in Canada, 
and fulfils a liaison function with government and the 
scholarly community. 


The Program Guides 


To help applicants and recipients take the fullest advan- 
tage of its programs, the Council publishes a series of 
guides. These are new or have been substantially revised, 
with 1986 as the base year. Revisions will be made every 
second year (except for Fellowships, with annual 
revision), with new guides published in May and with an 
effective date of October 1. For example, a guide published 
in May, 1986, governs competitions with application 
deadlines between October 1, 1986, and September 30, 
1988. Any essential changes in the interim will be 
published in Update. 


The following program guides for applicants are available, 
free, from the Council: 
Research Grants; 
Strategic Grants; 
Fellowships (also, an Award Holders’ Guide); 
Research Communication and International Relations; 
Support for Specialized Collections. 


The Council reserves the right to interpret these guides 

and other program documents. In particular: 

e adeadline is a deadline; 

e anincomplete or inaccurate application is not an 
application; 

e material which exceeds requested length will not be 
considered; 

e auniversity or research institution is one recognized 
by a national or international association of univer- 
sities. 


This approach is more rigid than in the past. It reflects the 
need to streamline and simplify, especially in light of 
appreciable increases in applications. It is also the only 
fair approach in what are now competitive adjudications. 
Staff cannot make exceptions for those who, often 
through no fault of their own, do not meet deadlines or 
other conditions. 


It is, therefore, essential to follow the guidelines. 


Individuals and institutions may apply, depending on the 
nature of the program or project. Individuals must be 
Canadian citizens or permanent residents of Canada. 
Members of Parliament or Senators are not eligible. 
Council will not support profit-making or government- 
sponsored agencies; their employees may apply if the 
research is not related to normal responsibilities and not 
part of a profit-making operation. 


Applicants must complete the Applicant Registry Form, 
which provides information for identification and 
statistical summaries. The sex and age information on this 
form is not seen by assessors or adjudication committees. 


Personal information provided in an application is pro- 
tected by the Privacy Act. Information is made available 
only to members of selection committees. It will also be 
included in data used to audit programs and for planning 
and evaluation. 


The Council may also use project descriptions (as provided 
by the applicant or amended for popular publication) for 
publicity purposes.

Information provided on forms is held in Personal 
Information Bank SSHRC-P10. Applicants have the right 
to examine this information and to request that any errors 
be corrected. Information on the Privacy Act is available in 
post offices and libraries, or from the Council's privacy 
coordinator, Héléne Price, 992-0562. 


Coding 


In order to allow Council to respond more easily to 
requests for information about the research it funds and 
its contribution to scholarship and to society, applicants 
are asked, on the application forms, to code their projects. 
Lists of codes are to be found in the Annexes.

Standard Research Grants 


Purpose and Definition 


iE 


The purpose of the Social Sciences & Humanities 
Research Council (SSHRC) research grants program 
is to support advanced scholarly research in the 
humanities and social sciences, by an individual or 
group of scholars. 


Grants are offered for coherent projects with a clear 
objective and defined rationale and research plan. 
Grants are not offered for the support of the overall 
research or teaching program of a department, 
institute or centre. Grants are awarded in accordance 
with the principle of essential funding under 
competitive adjudication. 


Where research consists of two or more sub-projects, 
they must be related and integrated in both the 
research itself and published outcome. 


Standard grants are for support of applications with 
budgets of /ess than $100,000 per year, $250,000 per 
three-year period, or $400,000 over five years. The 
adjudication committee may assign applications near 
the upper limits of these amounts to the major grants 
category (see pertinent part of Guide). Standard 
grants are awarded for up to five years, subject to 
availability of funds. 


Requests from university-based scholars for grants of 
less than $5,000 are administered by Canadian uni- 
versities under the Council's General Research Grants 
program. Applications for two or more years of 
support must include a budget of $5,000 or more for 
at least one year. Private scholars, and scholars at 
institutions not receiving general research grants, 
may apply for less than $5,000. 


Adjudication

Two written opinions are normally obtained from 
external specialists. Proposals are then ranked by the 
adjudication committee, composed of scholars in 
disciplines related to that of the application. 


Proposals will be judged in accordance with practices 
of the applicant's discipline. The results of research 
conducted under any previous Council grants will be 
an explicit criterion for judging current applications. 
Applicants must include evidence of any such 
results. 


Support will not be provided solely on the basis of the 
reputation of a scholar if the project is judged by the 
applicant's peers (assessors and/or adjudicators) to 
be vague, inadequately planned or of doubtful 
feasibility.

Because of the competitive nature of the process, no 
appeals on substantive grounds will be entertained. 
Applicants who are dissatisfied with a decision may 
resubmit, in the next competition, a revised 
application which addresses the concers of the 
committee. It will be adjudicated in accordance with 
normal procedures.

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The annual deadline for submission is October 15. 
Applications must include evidence of the date of 
dispatch. Applications submitted after this deadline 
will not be considered. Adjudication committees 
meet the following March and decisions will be 
announced shortly thereafter. 


Applications involving more than one scholar must 
be submitted by one person acting as principal 
investigator, who will assume administrative respon- 
sibility for the grant. 


Each co-investigator must submit a curriculum vitae 
and sign the application. The role and contribution of 
each must be stated. 


If personnel are to be employed, their tasks must be 
described and the need for them clearly justified. A 
curriculum vitae should be included for each research 
assistant, if possible. 


Maximum length for project descriptions is 3,000 
words, to which should be added a bibliography of all 
references. Supplementary materials should support, 
not expand, the project description. 


Applications must be accompanied by research 
instruments designed for the project, and reports of 
work accomplished on the project. No more than two 
articles or other publications, closely related to the 
project, may be submitted. 


If projects form part of ongoing or larger proposals, 
applicants must describe the entire undertaking. 


Applicants must inform the Council of support 
requested and/or received from other funding bodies.

The SSHRC supports research focused on the study 
of individuals and human society and culture, 
whether the work is undertaken within a traditional 
discipline or as an interdisciplinary venture. It 
confines its assistance to research in the humanities 
and the social sciences. 


The objectives and content of a proposal determine 
eligibility, rather than research methodology or the 
institutional affiliation of the applicant.

Research grants are rot offered for: 

a) research carried out under contract for a public 
institution or a private agency or firm (with the 
exception of work commissioned by a nongovern- 
mental publisher); 

b) other organizations to sponsor or subcontract 
research projects; 

c) research required for the principal investigator or 
collaborators to obtain a degree; 

d) activities related to professional training or 
development, including language training; 

e) popularization of scholarly works, or work 
intended primarily for the general public; 

f) preparation of material for teaching purposes, or 
curriculum development, unless it has foreseeable 
theoretical significance; 

g) preparation of textbooks, anthologies, readers, 
manuals of instruction, lists or indexes; establish- 
ment of data banks or archives; or preparation of 
inventories of archival materials. 


Research tools, such as concordances, bibliographies, 
dictionaries, or collections of documentary material 
may be supported, provided that the research 
element in their production is clearly established or 
that they form part of a larger research endeavour 
and provided that they are judged by the assessors 
and committees to be of scholarly merit and utility. 
(Annex I gives information on the support of 
bibliographies and concordances.) 


Grants for the development of research instruments 
in Canadian studies may be awarded under the 
Canadian Studies Research Tools program of the 
Strategic Grants Division. 


Applicants for postdoctoral fellowships may simul- 
taneously apply for a research grant. 


Proposals dealing with a topic which falls within one 
of the Council's strategic themes may be submitted 
either to the Research Grants program or to one of 
the special grants programs of the Strategic Grants 
Division. An application which has been unsuccess- 
ful in a given program cannot be reconsidered in any 
program, if not revised in light of the committee’s 
comments. The same application may not be 
submitted to both programs. 


The SSHRC supports research on the history and 
philosophy of art and architecture, theatre, music and 
film, as well as scholarly biographies of artists a 
critical studies of their works. 


On the other hand, the Canada Council offers 
assistance for creative writing and for artistic 
performance and production and, through its 
Explorations program, encourages investigation of 
new forms of cultural expression.

In archaeology, support is restricted to problem- 
oriented scholarly research. Requests for support of 
salvage archaeology operations should be directed to 
the National Museum of Man or other agencies. 


Research in the natural, biological and medical 
sciences is supported by the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council (NSERC) and by the 
Medical Research Council (MRC). The SSHRC will 
consider proposals which include research compo- 
nents from the physical, biological or medical 
sciences, provided the objective falls clearly within 
the humanities or social sciences. 


Psychology and educational psychology are shared 
with the MRC and the NSERC. The respective areas of 
support of each agency are defined in the Tri-Council 
statement (See Annex G). 


In the field of geography, projects closely related to 
the earth sciences, cartography and computer science 
will be considered by the NSERC. 


Research in computer science, mathematics, 
industrial engineering and operations research is 
supported by the NSERC. Information sciences are 
supported by either the NSERC or the SSHRC 
depending on the nature of the research. 


Research on science policy, the history and 
philosophy of science and the sociology of science 
is supported by the SSHRC. 


All three Councils are prepared to support inter- 
disciplinary research projects which overlap 
individual jurisdiction. Applicants may submit 
proposals to whichever Council they judge 
appropriate; there will be consultation to ensure that 
every project is considered by one of the Councils. For 
submissions in excess of $50,000 a year, a joint 
funding mechanism exists. Applicants should send 
the Councils concerned a one or two page letter of 
intent. They should then use the program (forms, 
procedures, deadline dates) of the lead agency, 
selected in line with the dominant discipline of the 
research program. A covering letter should say why 
the proposal is inter-Council and suggest percentages 
of support. The principal investigator must hold (or 
enjoy the privileges of) an academic appointment at 
a Canadian university for at least a year following 
acceptance of a grant.

Research grant applications may be submitted by 
scholars of a Canadian university or other post- 
secondary institution, or by private scholars. A 
private scholar is defined as a Canadian citizen or 
permanent resident who is not a full-time, permanent 
salaried researcher or faculty member at a Canadian 
postsecondary institution. 


Persons not employed in postsecondary institutions 
must show that the project bears no direct relation- 
ship to normal duties and professional activities. This 
also applies to applicants who intend to take leave to 
Carry out a research project. 


Applicants may apply for only one research grant in 
a competition. Once the grant period of an award has 
been established, no other research grant may be 
held for that same period. 


Applicants must be either Canadian citizens or 
permanent residents of Canada. 


Grants are offered in the expectation that scholars 
will continue to contribute to the Canadian research 
community upon completion of the project. Applica- 
tions from Canadian citizens residing abroad will be 
considered only if the subject of research is of special 
interest to Canada, or if the period of residence abroad 
is clearly temporary and applicants can specify the 
intended date of return to Canada. 


Applications from permanent residents living abroad 
will also be considered, provided that applicants can 
prove that their period of residence outside Canada is 
clearly temporary, and that they have a permanent 
position in Canada upon completion of the project. 


The Council does not provide research grants to 
visiting scholars or to those whose stay is intended to 
be temporary. 


Research grants are not provided for students 
enrolled in a program of studies. This rule also 
applies to co-investigators, but not to student assis- 
tants employed on a project. 


Research grants will not be made when projects 
appear to have been devised primarily to obtain 
support for students, or when a scholar’s name has 
been lent to a project to be carried out by a student. 
The Council has no objection, however, ifa byproduct 
of the research is training beneficial to student 
assistants, including material which may be used in 
theses and dissertations.

36. Scholars who actively participate in the intellectual 
direction of a project, significantly influencing the 
orientation or conduct of the research, are considered 
co-investigators. 


37. Inthe case of co-investigators who are neither Cana- 
dian citizens nor permanent residents of Canada, or 
who do not meet the requirements stipulated in 
paragraph 32, their research expenses must be paid 
by their own country of permanent residence. 


Research Assistants 


38. Applicants wishing to hire research assistants must 
show that participation is justified by the research 
needs of a project. Under no circumstances may a 
research assistant relieve the principal investigator of 
responsibility for the intellectual direction. 


39. Research assistants may not be registered full- or 
part-time in a program of studies, or be engaged in 
the preparation of a graduate thesis. 


40. Research assistants must be Canadian citizens or 
permanent residents unless it can be shown that 
candidates are not available in Canada or that 
projects require the hiring of assistants abroad. 
Assistants hired in Canada who are neither Canadian 
citizens nor permanent residents must have employ- 
ment visas issued by Employment and Immigration 
Canada. 


Student Assistants 


41. Full-time students may not be hired for more than 10 
hours a week during the academic year. Part-time 
students may be employed to the extent that project 
work does not adversely affect studies. 


42. Student assistants employed on research projects are 
subject to the same citizenship requirements as 
research assistants. 


43. Doctoral fellowship holders may be employed as 
student assistants, subject to regulations on permis- 
sible hours of work for Council doctoral students. 


44. Students holding a Council Special MA Scholarship 
or a Queen's Fellowship may not be employed. 
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Other Personnel 


45. Employment of support personnel should be in 
accordance with local university rates as indicated in 
the application. For researchers working away from 
their university, local rates apply. 


Restrictions on Employment 


46. The Council has no objection to the employment of 
qualified relatives, if university regulations and 
recruitment policies are followed. For private 
scholars, evidence such as curricula vitarum must 
show that the relative has the necessary 
qualifications. 


Consultation 


47. Applicants are welcome to consult with the Research 
Grants Division, in advance of the deadline, about 
eligibility or other questions on preparing appli- 
cations.

Research grants are for direct costs of the research, 
subject to certain limitations on rates and eligibility. 


Where a project is to last for more than a year, the 
budget must be presented in twelve-month segments. 


Requests for research expenses (e.g. personnel, 
travel, subsistence) must conform to regulations of 
the applicant's institution. Rates must be certified on 
the application form by an institutional authority. 
Private scholars may wish to consult the research 
administration office of a local university for 
guidance on rates. 


An applicant who is requesting two or more years of 
support should estimate all future costs as accurately 
as possible. 


Fringe benefit costs for student and research assis- 
tants may be included in a budget, but the Council 
contribution may not exceed the cost to the 
university. 


Once a grant is approved, the Council does not 
award supplementary funds for any purpose.

Research assistants who receive salaries are not 
employees of the Council. Council-supported assis- 
tants are subject to income tax regulations and it is 
the responsibility of the university, or the private 
scholar, to act as employer. 


For research assistants who also teach, the university 
must contribute to the salary a proportionate amount.

Requests for consultation fees will be considered if 
advice is needed to resolve highly technical problems. 
It is expected, however, that colleagues will be willing 
to criticize and advise as part of reciprocal scholarly 
communication. Here fees are not appropriate, 
although travel and subsistence costs may be con- 
sidered. Principal investigators are expected to have 
the qualifications and experience to direct projects or 
to obtain the help of fellow scholars.

Travel and subsistence costs may be paid where data 
or sources of information essential to projects are 
not available at applicants’ places of residence in 
Canada. Where travel is to consult library materials, 
applications must show that these cannot be 
obtained through interlibrary loan or purchase of 
copies in microform. 


The Council will pay economy air fares or charter 
fares. Applicants are encouraged to use charters. 


Rental or mileage costs will be approved if a car is 
essential. 


Request for subsistence must be justified by research 
needs and may be applied only to time spent away 
from home, or from place of tenure while on sabbati- 
cal. Requests should be based on local scales of 
accomodation, meals and personal expenses. 


Applicants who intend to reside more than two 
weeks in a location are expected to reduce subsis- 
tence costs. 


Claims for subsistence are limited to four months 
within any 12-month period. 


Travel and living costs may be provided for research 
and student assistants when essential.

If technical services are to be obtained by contract, 
the Council requires contractors’ estimates with 
applications and final written agreements or 
contracts before it releases payment. (For projects 
involving survey research, see Survey Research 
Guidelines in Annex J.) 


Computer Costs 


66. The university computing services are expected to 
offer grant holders most-favoured-user rates. 


67. Applicants should provide information on: 
a) type and quantity of data; 
b) program(s) or type(s) of analysis; 
Cc) type of computer; 
d) rate per hour, specifying services; 
e) number of hours required. 


Editorial Costs 


68. The Council will consider the following categories of 
cost for projects intended to result in publication of a 
scholarly edition: 

a) salaries of office staff, including editorial 
assistants; 

b) travel and subsistence of editorial board, subject to 
paragraphs 58-64. 


Supplies and Equipment 
Disposable supplies 


69. Reasonable amounts are allowable for stationery, 
postage, telephone calls and purchase of cards and 
tapes, directly related to the project. Main items 
should be identified as part of cost estimates. 


Non-disposable equipment 


70. Budgets may include purchase or rental of such 
equipment as microfilm readers, tape recorders, 
cameras, video equipment, field vehicles, computers 
and associated hardware, software, laboratory 
accessories and equipment. 


Scholars who must travel for an extended period may 
request rental or purchase of a typewriter. 


All requests of this nature are subject to the following 
conditions: 

a) Council contribution for each piece or unit of 
equipment will not exceed $10,000; 

b) such equipment is essential; 

c) such equipment is not available in the department 
or university, and the project cannot be accomplished 
with existing equipment. The application must be 
accompanied by a letter from the university to this 
effect; 

d) when equipment is purchased, that rental is 
impractical or less economical; 
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e) equipment purchased with grant funds must be 
available to all potential users for research purposes; 
however, the grant holder will have priority during 
the tenure of the award; 

f) non-disposable items, including research materials 
and documents purchased with Council funds, 
become the property of the university. Private 
scholars must donate such articles or materials toa 
public institution; 

g) universities are expected to keep an inventory of 
equipment granted by the Council to avoid 
duplication of purchases. 


Data 


71. Costs of preparing primary data to make them acces- 
sible to other researchers may be claimed. 


72. Costs of sending copies of data, reports or publica- 
tions to the community where the research was 
conducted, in Canada or abroad, may be eligible. 


Circulation of Findings 


73. The Council may provide up to $400 per grant period 
to help researchers obtain advice and criticism from 
colleagues, including circulating interim findings or 
by traveling to scholarly meetings. 


Ineligible Costs 


74. The following are not eligible: 
a) costs incurred before a grant is awarded; 
b) contribution to university overhead; 
c) purchase or rental of standard office equipment, 
except as in paragraph 70; 
d) general reference books and materials, additions to 
personal or departmental library, teaching materials; 
e) publication costs, such as proofreading, copyright 
payments and preparation or purchase of illustra- 
tions or photographs not essential for the conduct of 
the research; 
f) contributors’ fees; 
g) costs of travel to attend conferences, except as in 
paragraph 73;

Applicants in any discipline who propose to carry out 
research involving human subjects must arrange an 
ethics review as set out at item 37 of the application 
form. This requirement may apply to a variety of 
disciplines, including such studies as oral history and 
biography. 


The Council reserves final judgment in all matters 
relating to research ethics. Its position is explained in 
Annex H. 


A proposal from a university scholar will not be 
considered by an adjudication committee before the 
report of the university ethics committee has been 
received. 


Private scholars must submit a statement and 
consent forms, indicating measures to ensure that 
guidelines are observed. Ethical acceptability as well 
as scholarly merit will be judged by the assessors and 
the adjudication committee.

Each 12 months of a project is defined as a “grant 
period”. 


The starting date is deemed the date on which the 
research is scheduled to begin as stated by the grant 
holder when requesting payment. 


After the award, permission may be given to modify 
a grant period. Grantholders must write to the Coun- 
cil, in advance, justifying such requests. 


If grant holders find it necessary to defer the work 
supported by the award, the Council may consider 
postponement. 


Conditions of Holding a Grant

Grants are made on the understanding that investi- 
gators agree to any conditions attached and to the 
policies and procedures outlined in this Guide. The 
Council may withdraw grants, after notice, if con- 
ditions are not observed or projects no longer seem 
feasible. 


The Council reserves the right to make payment 
conditional upon evidence that authorizations have 
been obtained, to ensure that the research will 
proceed as presented. Authorizations may cover: 

a) access to essential data or sources of information; 
b) permission to interview subjects, available and 
willing to cooperate; 

c) research involving students (from school 
authorities); 

d) reserves (from individual Native Band Councils); 
e) work in countries where permission to conduct 
research is a formal requirement; 

f) archaeological excavations. 


Grants will be terminated automatically if the princi- 
pal investigator moves to another country before 
completion of the project. 


Grants are not necessarily portable from one univer- 
sity in Canada to another, but may be transferred if 
both agree. Grant holders should inform the Council 
of the wish to transfer, and ensure that the following 
documentation is provided:

a) confirmation by the receiving university of its 
willingness to accept and to administer the balance 
of the grant (copies to Council and former university); 
b) a financial statement from the former university 
(signed by the grant holder) showing expenditures 
and balance of grant up to the date of transfer, as well 
as confirmation of actual transfer (copies to Council 
and to receiving university);

The Council should receive copies of all further cor- 
respondence from/to either university. 


Data collected with Council assistance are public 
property and must be available for the use of others 
within a reasonable time, on the condition that 
confidentiality of information and right to privacy are 
protected. 


Change in Research Plans

Funds are granted for the purpose and plans 
presented in the original application, unless other- 
wise stated in the grant notice. Grant holders may 
change plans and divert funds from one budget item 
to another, provided such changes do not: 

a) alter the objectives as approved; 

b) depart from any specific conditions of the grant;

Changes must be justified as part of the required 
research reports. Any major changes in research 
plans or objectives must be submitted in advance. 
Staff will refer requests to the adjudication 
committee.

a) Grants up to $50,000 are normally paid in one 
instalment to the university or institution with which 
grant holders are associated. Grant holders must 
submit the Report on Personnel form along with the 
signed first page of the grant notice indicating the 
starting date of the project.

b) Grants of $50,000 and over are paid by quarterly 
instalments and are subject to the same conditions as

Grants may be paid directly to private scholars. For 
tax purposes, private scholars may request that a 
stipend be issued in two instalments.

Multiple-year grants are released in instalments. At 
the end of each year, grant holders must submit a 
report on expenditures and a progress report, and 
request payment of the subsequent instalment. This 
request must be accompanied by the Report on 
Personnel form. Grant holders must also explain any 
significant changes made or proposed in the research 
plans or in the budget approved in principle for the 
subsequent year. 


Holders of multiple-year grants may request the 
transfer of any balance to the following year, for 
approved expenses. 


All reports must be submitted on previous files before 
payment of a new grant. 


The Council reserves the right, when the grant period 
has expired, to request a refund of any balance or 
funds reallocated to unauthorized items. 


Neither a deficit nor a balance may be transferred to 
another grant.

A final financial statement, on the form provided by 
the Council, must be submitted within three months 
after the end of the final grant period. 


Financial statements should be submitted by the 
university accounting office; however, grant holders 
are responsible for providing them at appropriate 
times. 


Departures from approved budgets must be 
explained. Computerized statements are acceptable 
only in a form corresponding to the budget. 


Private scholars must submit reports as indicated 
above. Financial statements must include photo- 
copies of receipts for all expenses except for research 
time stipend, and for subsistence if the per diem rate 
approved by the adjudication committee is not 
exceeded. 


Accounts and records of monies received and 
expenditures, with supporting receipts and vouchers, 
must be kept for two years after the completion of the 
activity funded by the Council and such accounts and 
records shall be available for examination by or on 
behalf of the Council. 


Final Research Report 


99. Grant holders must submit, within three months of 
the end of the project, a detailed report on work 
accomplished. 


An application for renewed support must contain a 
detailed report of research accomplished with any 
previous grants. Applicants who have previously 
submitted a final report may ask to have it brought 
forward. 


100. Where a grant has been used to purchase a piece of 
equipment costing at least $250, the grant holder will 
be required to provide, with the final report, a 
statement showing that the equipment in question 
has become the property of the university or another 
public institution which can make appropriate use of it. 


Publications 


101. Grant holders are required to acknowledge the assis- 
tance of the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council in all publications resulting from 
Council grants, and must provide the Council with a 
copy of each publication. 


Renewal of Support 


102. A scholar may apply for renewed support to continue 
or complete a project. A request for renewal must be 
submitted on the regular application forms by the 
normal deadline. 


Major Research Grants 


103. A major research grant application is one involving a 
project or program of research for which the budget is 
at least $100,000 for any single twelve-month period, 
$250,000 over any three-year period, or $400,000 
over any five-year period. 


104. The maximum duration of a major research grant is 
five years. No commitment to funding beyond this 
period can be made but applicants may reapply in the 
usual way. 


105. Regulations governing standard research grants 
apply to major research grants unless otherwise 
stated. 


106. Major research grants are awarded through an 
annual competition, deadline October 15. Decisions 
are announced the following June. 


107. Selection involves submission of the application and 
external written assessments, sought by the SSHRC, 
to a research grants adjudication committee. The 
criteria used for judgment are more stringent than for 
standard grants, however, and a minimum of four 
assessments is usually obtained. Committees may 
propose other procedures deemed necessary to 
secure adequate assessment. 


108. If there are equally meritorious projects for which 
available funds are insufficient, the Council may use 
criteria other than scholarly excellence to establish 
priorities. 


109. The detailed project description should not exceed 30 
single-spaced typed pages (15,000 words), including 
a bibliography of all references. In addition, there 
should be a five-to-ten-page summary of the primary 
objectives, the general approach, and the research 
plan. One original and five copies of the application 
are submitted, along with eight copies of any 
supporting documents. 


110. Ifa publication subsidy is essential to a major 
editorial project, the Council may provide one toa 
Canadian publisher (normally majority Canadian- 
owned). Applicants must submit estimates in a 
standardized format from three interested publishers, 
with a justification of the type of publication and the 
choice of publisher. If co-publication involves a 
foreign publisher, the Canadian house may receive a 
subsidy if it undertakes the major publishing effort.

Applicants are invited to list six experts who would 
be suitable assessors. 


The budgetary regulations in the Standard Research 
Grants section apply to major research grants, except 
that eligible direct costs include books, and research 
communication and dissemination of findings, with 
no $400 limit (including a publication subsidy). 


No grant will be awarded to support the planning 
stage unless this can be assessed as a self-contained 
project. 


Any Council commitment beyond three years will be 
subject to a mid-term review. 


A request for a further grant must be made as a new 
application to be processed under normal procedures. 


Applicants’ postsecondary institutions are expected 
to contribute to the direct costs of the research and to 
provide normal services and facilities. A statement 
must be submitted indicating the institution’s 
approval of the proposal and willingness to provide 
support. 


Research Time Stipend 


117. The research time stipend is to enable scholars to 
devote a reasonable portion of time to a specific 
research project. 


118. Applicants and co-investigators, except those who 
will be on sabbatical leave, may apply for a research 
time stipend. Research time may be considered 
complementary to sabbatical leave provisions of 
universities, in that the two may follow consecu- 
tively. Applicants may simultaneously seek a 
research time stipend and a postdoctoral fellowship 
but may accept only one. For full-time faculty 
members, research time stipends are payable only if 
those faculty members are to be replaced. 


119. Awards are made on the basis of teaching replace- 
ment costs. A half course is defined as two to four 
hours per week of teaching extending over one 
semester. A full course is defined as two to four hours 
per week of teaching continuing over two semesters. 
The Council will award the university's normal 
stipend rate paid to replacement teachers, plus up to 
15 per cent fringe benefits, to a maximum of $4,000 
per half course or $8,000 per full course. 


A normal teaching load is considered to be three full 
courses or five or six half courses per academic year. 
Where the usual teaching load is more than this, or 
where a replacement is to be hired on a full-year 
rather than a per-course basis, the Council will pay 
the actual cost of replacement, plus up to 15 per cent 
fringe benefits, toa maximum of $27,000. 


In either of the above cases, the maximum stipend 
payable per twelve-month period is $27,000, 
including fringe benefits. 


A signature from the university is required on the 
application form, confirming that the stipend is in 
accordance with university policies, and that the 
applicant will be replaced for the courses indicated, 


120. For private scholars, the stipend is calculated at an 
annual rate for full-time work on a project. Stipends 
are prorated for part-time work. Applicants should 
indicate how much time will be devoted to the project 
and give details of other employment. The annual 
rate for research time stipends for private scholars is 
$27,000, including fringe benefits. 


121. A request for a research time stipend may form all or 
part of a standard research grant application, and all 
regulations regarding other budget items apply. 


122. Where a research project requires release from 
regular employment (full- or part-time), the applicant 
must provide confirmation that the employer will 
grant release. This should be submitted when pay- 
ment of the grant is requested. (See also paragraph 
29,) 


Payment and Administration 


123. Requests for payment from university scholars 
should be accompanied by confirmation from the 
university that applicants will be released on full 
salary from the courses indicated in Part F of the 
application form, that replacements will be hired for 
those courses, and that applicants will not be on 
sabbatical leave during the period the stipend is held. 


124. Recipients of research time stipends are not 
considered employees of the Council. Private scholars 
who receive research time stipends are deemed self- 
employed. Information on taxation may be obtained 
from a local Revenue Canada office.

Annex G 


Tri-Council Guidelines for the Support 
of Research and Training in Psychology 


The primary responsibility for the support of scholarly 
research and research training in psychology is shared by 
three federal granting Councils: the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council (SSHRC); the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council (NSERC); and 
the Medical Research Council (MRC). The areas of 
jurisdiction of the three Councils are described in these 
guidelines. It is recognized, however, that mutually 
exclusive categories are difficult to define, and that there 
will necessarily be some applicants whose proposed work 
or studies overlap the individual jurisdictions of the 
Councils. Applicants in doubt about the agency best suited 
to consider their application should consult with the staff 
of the relevant agencies and select the Council which 
appears to be the most appropriate to consider their 
application on the basis of its research content. The 
Councils have agreed to be flexible in their interpretation 
of eligible research areas in boundary zones. 


While the prime responsibility for selecting the 
appropriate Council rests with the applicant, the Councils 
will continue to consult amongst themselves and with 
other funding agencies with a view to identifying the 
appropriate agency for support of proposals deemed to fall 
outside the domain of the Council to which they were 
originally submitted. Council staff are also willing to 
advise applicants on questions of eligibility, preferably on 
the basis of brief outlines of the proposed research, in 
writing, before the actual proposal is prepared. 


Applicants working in areas where boundaries overlap 
are advised to state clearly why they believe their 
proposals are appropriate for support by the Council to 
which they submit their application. Such applicants 
should submit their proposals at least one month in 
advance of the published deadline for that agency. This 
will allow time for the staff to advise applicants of 
problems of eligibility and to arrange transfers to other 
agencies, if appropriate. 


The three granting Councils operate on the principle that 
proposals for academic research in psychology are eligible 
for consideration under the terms of one Council or 
another. It is nonetheless to be recognized that many 
government departments have, by virtue of the legislation 
or programs they administer, a need for scientific enquiry, 
and that many of these departments do, in fact, provide for 
the support of research. In some cases departments award 
funds in the form of contracts through Supply and 
Services Canada (SSC); in other cases departmental grant 
or contribution programs have been created for this 
purpose. For example, the departments of the Secretary of 
State, the Solicitor General, and Health and Welfare 
administer contribution programs for research in their 
areas of interest. Investigators whose work may be 
directly relevant to the interests or programs of a 
government department are therefore advised to contact 
SSC or the department concerned, to explore the funding 
opportunities they may offer. 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
The SSHRC supports research on humans as social and 
cultural beings. In psychology, the Council accepts appli- 
cations from within the broad area of social psychology as 
illustrated below. Support is also offered to students 
whose program of studies falls within these boundaries. 


1. Experimental social psychology: social behaviour in 
an experimental setting including the dynamics and 
processes of interpersonal relations; behaviour in 
small and large groups; interpersonal influence, 
bargaining and game playing strategies; verbal and 
non-verbal communication; social cognition, social 
motivation and attribution; attitude formation and 
change. 


2. Communication: interpersonal communication; social 
aspects of psycholinguistics; sociolinguistics and 
ethnolinguistics; mass media effects.

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Social processes and social issues: the examination 
of social phenomena in a natural setting from a 
psychological perspective including the study of 
ethnic, social and cultural groups, and cross-cultural 
studies; religious practices; customs and issues of 
social concern such as drug and alcohol use, sex 
roles, normal psychosexual behaviour, abortion and 
birth control; dynamics of marriage, family relations 
and childrearing practices, the impact of social 
institutions, social policy, social control, and law. 


Personality: human personality traits and processes 
and their behavioural manifestations including 
emotions and non-pathological emotional reactions; 
defence mechanisms, cognitive style, creativity, self 
concept, self perception, and the measurement of 
these traits. 


Developmental psychology: children’s social and 
personality development, social behaviour and 
personality in adulthood and aging. 


Educational psychology: educational research per- 
taining to both normal and special populations 
including studies of classroom behaviour and 
student-teacher interaction; school learning and 
prediction of achievement; educational test develop- 
ment and administration, and performance 
influenced by test characteristics; studies of basic 
learning processes within an educational context. 


History and philosophy of psychology including the 
history of all branches of psychology, and psycho- 
logical analysis of historical figures. 


Theory and method: studies of a theoretical or metho- 
dological nature, including statistical and psycho- 
metric techniques, when related to the content areas 
listed above, will be considered by the SSHRC. 


Applied psychology: projects in the areas of 
organizational and industrial psychology, and 
environmental psychology are considered by the 
SSHRC, together with other studies of an applied 
nature relating to the content areas listed above. It 
should be noted, however, that such projects should 
be generalizable and contribute to knowledge in an 
area of psychology (usually by having a theoretical 
basis or framework). Other federal and provincial 
government departments provide funds for studies 
whose focus is on solutions to particular problems. 


The Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council 
The NSERC supports university-based scientific research 
and graduate studies on a variety of fundamental psycho- 
logical processes. These include perception, cognition, 
learning, and motivation, their underlying neural 
mechanisms, and their development within individuals. 
Also included are studies of animal behaviour, compara- 
tive psychology, and ethology. 


The Medical Research Council 

The MRC will consider all applications submitted to it for 
support of psychological research which come from 
investigators whose administrative base is in one of the 
health professional schools. In the case of investigators in 
other faculties and research institutions, the MRC will 
consider applications for support of research on normal 
and abnormal psychological processes with clear and 
direct relevance to human health. This includes research 
on behavioural aspects of physical health and disease or 
mental health and its disorders. Applications for support 
of graduate training in research in psychology as 
described will be considered. 


Psychologists whose work is directly relevant to the 
health-related legislation and programs administered by 
Health and Welfare Canada may be eligible for assistance 
under the terms of its National Health Research and 
Development Program. 


Annex H 


Ethics Guidelines - 


Research with Human Subjects 


While recognizing the vital importance of research to 
human progress, the Council affirms that the welfare and 
integrity of the individual or particular collective must 
prevail over the advancement of knowledge and the 
researcher's use of human subjects for that purpose. The 
Council is not itself vested with any authority to decide 
when an individual's rights may be superseded by the 
need for research but, as a trustee of public funds, the 
Council has a responsibility to ensure that the activities it 
supports respect the rights of the public it serves. 


The guidelines are offered to assist the researcher and the 
institutional ethics review committee in avoiding any 
adverse effects of research involving human subjects. 


Institutional Ethics Review Committees 


1. Research projects involving human subjects must be 
approved by the ethics review committee of the insti- 
tution employing the principal investigator before 
being submitted to Council, or shortly thereafter. 


2. The review committee should include representatives 
from inside and outside the department and discip- 
line in question, and the institution should keep the 
Council informed of disciplinary affiliation of the 


members. The Council may sometimes require names. 


3. Ifthe review committee makes an exception to these 
guidelines, an explanation must be provided. 


4. Any dissent within a review committee must be 
made known to the Council. 


5. The Council is concerned that monitoring procedures 
be established by review committees; it leaves them 
to propose their own approaches and to inform the 
Council. But special attention must be paid to 
research on children or captive and dependent popu- 
lations, and to projects involving deception or an 
element of risk. With regard to children, review 
committees should seek expert advice, whenever 
necessary, on potential short- or long-term risks. 
Unforeseen damage must be remedied without delay 
or the research terminated. 


6. Institutional review committee approval should not 
be advertised as an inducement to potential subjects: 
the researcher has, however, the right to infomm them 
of such approval. 


Definition of ‘Human Subject”’ 


7. The term “subject” signifies any person who is 2 
source of raw or unformulated data and who is ne 
acting as, or assisting, the principal investigator 


Rights of the Individual 


8. Certain individual or collective “rights” must be 
maintained. These include: the right to know the 
precise nature and purpose of the research, so that 
consent may be given or withheld advisedly; the right 
to know of the risks and benefits; the right to 
assurance that privacy will not be invaded and that 
information disclosed will remain confidential; the 
right of cultural groups to accurate and respectful 
description of their heritage and customs and to the 
discreet use of information on their lives and 
aspirations. 


Informed Consent 


Information given to subjects should respect their levels of 
comprehension. A description should be provided of 
purpose; usefulness; expected benefits; methods; effects; 
risks (including risks to physical and psychological well 
being and jeopardy to social position) and possible alter 
native procedures. Subjects should always be told of 
factors which might lead them to refuse to participate. In 
exceptional circumstances, the guidelines on deception 
should be applied. 


9. Participants should be apprised of their rights to 
inquire about the research and have recourse to a 
resource person outside the research group. 


10. There should be no coercion, constraint or undue 
inducement (see special guidelines for captive and 
dependent populations). 


11. Participants should understand that they may with- 
draw at any time, just as investigators may terminate 
their research in the interest of the subjects, the 
project or themselves. 


12. Informed consent of parents or guardian and, where 
practical, of children should be obtained in research 
involving children (see special guidelines concerning 
research on children). 


13. Participants should be informed of the degree of 
confidentiality that will be maintained in the study. 


14. Informed consent should be obtained in writing. 
Where this is not practical, the procedures used in 
obtaining consent should be on record. 


15. Written consent should set out: 
a) purpose of the research; 
b) benefits envisaged; 
c) any inconveniences; 
d) tasks to be performed; 
e) rights of the subject, e.g. the right to withdraw at 
any time without penalty, the right to confidentiality 
of personal information; 
f) risks involved; 
g) the name(s) of the person(s), group(s) or 
institution(s) eliciting or receiving the consent. 


16. The wording of the consent form should be as similar 
as possible to the oral description given to the 
subject. The form should provide for hearing any 
subsequent complaint. 


Deception 


Deception is a situation in which subjects have essential 
information withheld and/or are intentionally misled 
about procedures and purposes. 


17. Deception should never be permitted when there is 
risk of harm to the subject or when it is not possible 
to advise subjects subsequently as to the reasons 
why the deception was necessary. 


18. The researcher must satisfy the review committee 
that: a) significant scientific advance could result; and 
that b) no other methodology would suffice. 


19. Nothing must be withheld which might have caused 
subjects to refuse to participate. 
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Risk and Benefit 


Greater consideration must be given to the risks to 
physical, psychological, humane, proprietary and cultural 
values than to the potential contribution of the research to 
knowledge. The more incalculable the risk, the more 
cautious should be the researcher and the review commit- 
tee in proceeding. 


20. Where procedures involve risk, the researcher should 
have previously carried them out successfully, at least 
under supervision, without detriment to the subjects. 
For a new procedure, the investigator must convince 
the review committee that adequate precautions will 
be taken, and monitor preliminary work to ensure 
appropriateness. The results should be available to 
the committee. 


21. Except where there is clear foreseeable benefit to the 
participant, such as in therapeutic research, the 
researcher has no right to attempt to make long-term 
changes in a person’s behaviour or attitudes. Where 
the researcher plans to induce short-term 
behavioural changes, permission to proceed should 
depend upon reversibility. 


22. The researchers must guard against risks to non- 
participants (third-party risks). 


23. The onus is on the researcher to avoid or minimize 
risks to subjects, both in carrying out the research 
and in publication of results. 


Privacy 


The right to privacy extends to all information ona 
person's physical and mental condition, personal circum- 
stances and social relationships which is not in the public 
domain. It gives to the individual or collective the freedom 
to decide when, where, in what circumstances and to 
what extent their personal attitudes, opinions, habits, 
eccentricities, doubts and fears are to be published. 


24. Ifthere is to be a probing of private personality or 
private affairs the intention should be explicit. Where 
there is an implication of protection of privacy, the 
protection should be more generous than the 
promise. 


25. Informed consent should be obtained from those to 
be observed or studied in private settings. 


26. Since concepts of privacy vary from culture to culture, 
the question of invasion of privacy should be looked 
at from the point of view of those being studied. 


Confidentiality and Anonymity 


27. Ifconfidentiality or anonymity cannot be guaranteed, 
participants should be made aware of possible 
consequences. 


28. There should be a clear understanding between 
investigator and subjects as to what extent informa- 
tion they divulge will be kept confidential in the 
original use of data and their deposit for future use. 


29. Unless there is an explicit statement by the 
researcher to the contrary, to which the subject 
agrees, personal information given by the subject will 
be confidential and the researcher will explain steps 
to be taken to ensure confidentiality and anonymity. 


30. Steps should be taken to guard against indirect or 
unwitting disclosure of identity of subjects by 
association or by combination of information. 


31. The researcher has an obligation to third parties. 


32. Obtaining access to institutional records should 
respect the individual's rights to confidentiality and 


anonymity. 


Research on Captive and Dependent 
Populations 


“Captive and dependent populations” are individuals or 
groups in a relationship where a power differential could 
operate to their disadvantage as subjects: for example, 
students, minors, prisoners, employees, military 
personnel, minority groups, incapacitated people and the 
socially deprived. Review committees should be especially 
alert to ensure that consent obtained is not obtained by 
subtle pressures on the captive subject. Such pressures 
may invalidate the consent. 


33. In addition to consent of the subjects themselves, 
informed consent of the authorities should be 
obtained. 


34. Where consent of the subjects themselves cannot be 
obtained, it must be sought from someone in 
authority, together with written consent froma 
person who may act as an independent advocate. 


35. Captive subjects should always have the right and 
power to veto others’ consent. 


Research on Children 


36. Informed consent of parents or guardians should be 
obtained before using minors. In school, camp, or 
other group settings, consent of the principal, director 
or other appropriate authority must also be obtained. 
Where a child is a ward of the state or of an agency, 
such as the Children’s Aid Society, informed consent 
of the agency director, as well as of the person having 
custody, must be obtained. 


37. Children should be given individually the opportunity 
to refuse to participate or to withdraw. 


Research in the Humanities 


38. Research ethics are involved wherever an investi- 
gator intervenes in the lives of others. Historical 
and/or biographical investigation may pose problems 
of confidentiality or invasion of privacy if living 
persons are likely to be affected by the publication of 
private materials. 


39, Researchers should be careful, in purchasing and 
taking out of the country original manuscripts, that 
they are not depriving another country of what may 
be a national treasure. 


40. Those writing history, biography or artistic criticism 
should be aware that private papers, photographs or 
artistic productions are protected by copyright, 
regardless of whether such material resides in an 
archive, gallery or museum. One cannot legally 
consult, cite, reproduce, publish, refer to or distribute 
such documents or articles without permission, 
either from the author or heirs or from the person or 
institution given copyright ownership. 


Acquisition and Use of Cultural Properties 


41. Acquisitions should be for the purpose of scholarship 
and not for personal gain, private collection or sale. 


42. Legal requirements of the country of origin must be 
observed. 


43. Where there is doubt as to legal ownership, the 
researcher acquires an object at risk and must imme- 
diately inform the authorities of the country 
concerned. If the acquisition is not approved, the 
researcher should return the object to those 
authorities. 


44. The researcher should not accept or otherwise 
acquire objects unless proper storage, protection and 
preservation of the objects can be provided. 


45. Materials should be catalogued, with a description of 
their provenance, and this catalogue made part of the 
public record. 


46. Aftera reasonable time, objects or documents should 
be made accessible to other scholars with legitimate 
research interests. 


47. If objects or documents are to be de-accessioned or 
discarded, they should be offered to public authorities 
or educational institutions in the country or district of 
origin. If the offer is refused or cannot be made, they 
should be offered to educational institutions in 
Canada where they could be put to proper use or 
preserved. Such objects or documents should never 
be traded or sold to individuals or to dealers, but 
always remain in the public domain. 


48. All copies or reproductions of documents and objects, 
whether collected for exhibition or distribution, 
should be clearly marked. 


49. Material should not be publicly exhibited, discussed 
or published in a way which causes embarrassment 
to individuals, groups or countries associated with it. 


50. Objects or documents should not be exhibited in 
ways likely to damage them. 


Research on Other Cultures, Countries and 
Ethnic Groups 


Research on cultures, countries and ethnic groups 
different from one's own requires a different ethic. 
Researchers in the field have to give an account of 
themselves acceptable to the people among whom they 
are working, and in accord with the role the subjects will 
observe. To gain the subjects’ trust and cooperation, 
researchers may tell them that they have come to learn 
about their way of life, languages, customs and beliefs. But 
the problems of communicating what uses will be made 
of the information may be insurmountable. 


This communication gap may make informed consent 
impossible, especially as the people under study may be 
unable to estimate the risks to their well-being and 
reputations, and potential damage to their descendants. To 
add to the problem in fieldwork, individual consent may 
not be feasible, and there may not be any person with 
authority to give collective consent. Absence of informed 
consent places additional responsibility and restrictions 
on researchers. Researchers must satisfy the review 
committee concerning the safeguards in the methodology. 
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Subjects may be paid for their time and this remune- 
ration may take into consideration the inconvenience 
of participation. In anthropological field work, 
reciprocity is normal in some regions for certain 
persons, in the form of gifts, loans, transportation 
and other services. 


If dangers can be foreseen but not forestalled it is 
questionable whether research should be under- 
taken. Intentions and risks must not be concealed to 
obtain cooperation. 


In some societies, privacy and confidentiality may 
apply to unexpected kinds of activity. Certain 
ceremonies may be the privilege of a particular class 
or group: men may not view ceremonies of women, 
or youths may not be a party to deliberations of 
elders. Concepts of privacy must be viewed from the 
perspective of the research subject or the subject's 
culture. 


When researchers outside their own culture are 
operating from a position of advantage, they have 
particular responsibility to subjects as regards publi- 
cation. Margaret Mead sums these up: “There is first 
of all the responsibility to individuals who, if 
identified, must not thereby be exposed to legal 
sanctions, to ridicule or to danger. Second there is the 
responsibility to the group as a whole. Where 
customs are portrayed that contrast with the ethical 
standards of those who govern them or with the 
missionized or educated members of their own 
society, these must be represented in such a way that 
full justice is done to the cultural framework within 
which a given practice, however apparently abhor- 
rent, occurs. Finally, there is the responsibility of the 
anthropologist for the way in which his findings are 
interpreted and articulated into the ongoing under- 
standing of human behaviour in the human sciences 
of his day.” . 


Annex I 


Bibliographies and Concordances 


1. Proposals for bibliographies, indices and finding aids 
in the area of Canadian studies should be submitted 
to the Canadian Studies Research Tools program of 
the Strategic Grants Division, except for those 
forming an integral part ofa research project eligible 
in the Research Grants program. 


2. Proposals in areas other than Canadian studies will 
be considered under the terms of the Research Grants 
program, provided they conform to paragraph 17 of 
the Standard Research Grants section. 


Bibliographies 


3. Applicants are requested to provide information on 
all bibliographical courses followed and/or all biblio- 
graphical research in which they may have 
participated. 


4. Applicants should provide: 
a) several sample pages; 
b) table of contents; 
c) information on access points, such as indices or 
cross-references; 
d) description of contents of appendices; 
e) terminal date of compilation; 
f) alist ofall known sources to be consulted and their 
location; 
g) cross-references with existing bibliographies; 
h) an assurance that the primary materials will be 
consulted, and their location indicated in the 
bibliography; 
i) plans for updating the bibliography. 


5. Applicants are asked to provide detailed plans for 
dissemination of the bibliography. Unpublished 
bibliographies should be deposited with the National 
Library of Canada. 


Concordances 
6. Applicants or co-investigators should have training 


in both literary and computer aspects of a concor- 
dance project.

The project description should include: 

a) several samples of mock-up pages; 

b) table of contents; 

c) evidence that copyright problems have been 
cleared; 

d) plans for dissemination (in published form or 
otherwise); 

e) an indication of any problems associated with the 
relationship of the concordance to the quality and 
availability of the text; 

f) an explanation of how the computerized con- 
cordance is to be put into printed form. 


The concordance should include: 

a) complete bibliographic details on the text; 

b) a detailed list of exclusions (entered in a word 
index giving page and line); 

C) upper and lower cases and accents; 

d) an alphabetization; 

e) anexplanation of the sorts used; 

f) statistical information, including work frequency 
lists and the total number of words in the text. 


The concordance should be lemmatized. 


A request to duplicate an existing concordance is 
eligible only if conversion would be more difficult 
than the rebuilding of a concordance. 


The Council requests that concordances, especially if 
on magnetic tape, be stored, and that the machine- 
readable text be preserved. 


Annex J 
Survey Research 


Research projects in which data are to be gathered 
through a survey pose special problems of planning and 
execution as well as of evaluation by the Council and the 
experts it consults. These guidelines specify general 
policies and procedures. Applicants are invited to check 
with Council staff before submitting an application. A 
report by the Consultative Group on Survey Research, 
Survey Research. The Report of the Consultative Group 
on Survey Research (1976), includes the reasoning behind 
the guidelines, and may be obtained from the Information 
Division of the Council. 


The Council believes that these measures are justified, 
given the high costs and risks usually entailed by this type 
of undertaking. Furthermore, it is believed that these 
measures will enhance the projects submitted and the 
quality and importance of their results. 


Joint Efforts 


A survey is frequently a complex and ambitious 
undertaking which requires substantial resources, both 
human and financial. The collaboration of two or more 
investigators is often desirable and even essential. Joint 
efforts will be supported when warranted, as well as 
projects presented by groups of scholars. 


When two or more groups of scholars submit separate 
applications for work on similar projects, they may be 
invited to present a joint application. Every effort is made 
to avoid unnecessary duplication. 


Long-term Projects 
Certain very long-term projects of large scope may be 
eligible under the Major Research Grants program. Before 


submitting a request, applicants should consider which 
Council programs would best suit their needs. 
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Pilot Grants 


In many instances, before submitting a substantial request 
for the intensive phase of data gathering and analysis, it is 
preferable for investigators to carry out preliminary work, 
which will make more specific their approach, hypo- 
theses, and methodology. It may, for example, be 
necessary to conduct exploratory interviews, to formulate 
and pre-test a questionnaire, to construct or adapt an 
attitude scale, to collect data which will help to determine 
the sampling method. This also permits a more accurate 
estimate of the cost and duration of the research. Appli- 
cants who request pilot grants must follow the procedures 
for Standard Research Grants. 


The Council will consider requests for support for the pre- 
liminary phase of a project. Such requests will be 
evaluated in the usual way, and must be sufficiently 
detailed and precise to allow judgment of the preliminary 
work and the value of the project itself. 


The award of a pilot grant must not be interpreted as a 
commitment by the Council to support subsequent stages 
of the project. The applicant will be expected to submit a 
new application, accompanied by a substantial research 
report, for the continuation. 


Survey Firms 


Applicants who wish to use a specialized organization to 
carry out all or part of a survey must solicit, and submit to 
the Council, two or more tenders. The proposal must also 
contain a detailed description of tasks to be assigned. 
These may not include tasks related to the planning or 
design of the project or to the preparation of reports or 
publications. Allocation of duties and responsibilities 
between the investigator and the survey firm must be 
established before an application is made. Where two or 
more firms are in a position to carry out the proposed 
survey, the applicant may express a preference and 
provide an explanation. The investigator is expected to 
sign a contract with the company chosen; funds will be 
released only after Council receives a copy of the contract. 


Informing and Protecting Respondents 
The Council must be assured that the investigator will 


preserve the privacy and anonymity of the subjects of the 
research. The following conditions should be met: 


e explicit consent of the subjects must be obtained and 
the research goals explained in sufficient detail to 
permit informed consent; 


e respondents must be given an explicit guarantee of 
privacy and anonymity; 


e respondents must be advised that information 
collected will eventually be made accessible to other 
researchers or even to the general public and, at that 
time, it may be used for purposes other that those of 
the original research. 


In certain cases, the investigator must obtain the prior 
agreement of the organization to which the subjects 
belong (school, police force, business firm). Council must 
receive a copy of authorizations before paying the grant. 


Ifa researcher other than the one collecting the data 
wishes to know the identity of the respondents (for 
example, to interview them on the same subject at a later 
date) the original investigator may release such informa- 
tion only after obtaining the written consent of each 
person involved. 


The Council requires that the project be approved by the 
ethics committee of the university where the applicant is 
based, as it does in the case of any research involving 
human subjects. 


Release of Data 


The data collected in a survey supported by the Council 
are public property and not the property of the principal 
investigator. They must eventually be made available to 
other scholars. The Council acknowledges the right of the 
scholar who has conceived and carried out the survey to 
enjoy the exclusive use of the data for a certain time. It 
expects, however, that this will be for a maximum two 
years after the end of the data collection phase. It 
encourages investigators to make data available earlier if 
possible. 


If problems make it necessary to extend the period of 
exclusive use, the investigator must request Council 
authorization, with a detailed justification. 


Preservation of Data 


The data collected in a survey are often of great value and 
should be preserved. It is expected that researchers will 
deposit their data with an organization (archives, data 
bank, university survey centre) which can ensure 
preservation and distribution and that they are used in an 
ethical way. Applicants must submit on their application 
the name of the organization selected and the terms of the 
agreement. 


Costs associated with the preservation of data by 
specialized organizations may not be covered by a 
research grant. 


Normally, material will have to be specially prepared for 
deposit in a data bank, whether to preserve anonymity of 
respondents, or to make data more readily usable by other 
scholars. The investigator, in most instances, will have to 
prepare a user’s manual, including questionnaire(s), 
coding manual, and information about methodology and 
the circumstances of the inquiry. The Council will assume 
certain additional costs if warranted by the quality and 
importance of the data. Applicants should indicate these 
costs in the original request. Funds for this purpose will be 
awarded only after a supplementary request with a 
precise budget. Independent experts may be consulted 
before a decision is made on the supplementary request. 
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
